Sutter 
and her 
attorney 
part ways 


A scheduling conference in the’ 
lawsuit against the City of East Jor- 
dan by former city administrator 
Carolyn Sutter is Oct. 13. 

But as of last week, Sutter was 
without legal representation since she 
and her Grand Rapids attorney 
Marshall Grate parted ways. 

Ina letter to Circuit Court Judge 
Richard Pajtas dated Sept. 19, Sutter 
said another Grand Rapids law firm 
had agreed to review her file but be- 
cause of scheduling conflicts had not 
yet done so. 

“Therefore, | do not yet have 
substitute representation,” Sutter 
wrote to the judge. 

Grate, who works for the firm 
of Roberts, Betz, and Bloss, P.C. of 
Grand Rapids, withdrew from repre- 
senting Sutter on Aug. 27, In a letter 
to the court, he cited two main rea- 
sons: 

* Communication between him- 
self and Sutter had “broken down to 
the extent that meaningful exchange 
is now impossible.” 

* Sutter had asserted “her lack 
of comfort and confidence” in Grate 
continuing to represent her. 

At the scheduling conference, 
dates and times for deadlines in the 
trial will be set. 

Sutter filed her suit one year ago 
against the City of East Jordan which 
includes the claim she was fired be- 
cause she was about to blow the 
whistle on suspected financial irregu- 
larities in the city. 

The suit also claims defamation, 
invasion of privacy, wrongful dis- 
charge, and breach of contract. 
Named in the suit are city clerk 
Kathleen O’Rear, city treasurer Su- 
san Moreau, mayor Russ Peck, com- 
missioners Brian Sweet, Ruth Gee 
and Daniel McKinnon. However, 
only the city is named in each of the 
10 separate counts of the suit. 

Sutter seeks a monetary award 
for economic loss of back pay and 
benefits and for future economic 
losses due to damage of her profes- 
sional reputation, plus attorney fees 
and costs. 

Sutter was suspended from her 
duties by a divided city commission 
in June 1996, and fired a month later.

Welcome mat is out at new school 


When members of the commu- 
nity gather at East Jordan Middle 
School Oct. 15 they’l] see more than 
a bright new building which feels 
more like a college campus than a 
junior high. They’!] see the results of 
a community-wide commitment to 
the school. 

“T think they'll walk away feel- 
ing tremendous pride for the commu- 
nity of East Jordan and East Jordan 
schools and also to have them recog- 
nize what a tremendous gift they have 
given to children today and the scores 
of children who will occupy (the 
school) in the years ahead,” said Su- 
perintendent Chip Hansen. 

The dedication and open house 
for the new facility is scheduled for 
7 p.m. Wednesday, Oct. 15. The brief 
ceremony will include comments 
from School Board President Mary 
Jason and Bob Stowe of the GBKB 
architectural firm, a presentation of 
an American flag from American 
Legion Post 227, and an updated 
video presentation of the vision and 
mission of East Jordan Public 
Schools by Hansen. The presenta- 
tions will be followed by a tour of 
the facility. 

The middle school was con- 
structed over the last year with occu- 


_ pancy of sixth, seventh and eighth 


graders taking place at the outset of 
the school year Sept. 2. The project 
is the culmination of a community- 
driven process of identifying school 
needs and an effort to bring commu- 
nity leaders and voters: on board to 
support it. 

The first request for a bond is-

the defeat as devastating. He believes 
holding the election just. days after 
tax assessments were distributed was 
a factor in the proposal being de- 
feated by only 64 votes. With the 
community-based Facility Review 
Group still committed to providing a 
new middle school for the district, the 
same bond package was put before 
voters six months later and passed by 
nearly 200 votes. An additional 161 
voters went to the polls for the sec- 
ond election. 

Hansen said the two elections 
were approached in the same way. 
With the school board standing be- 
hind the recommendations of the 
Facility Review Committee, a parent 
and community group, “Quality 
Schools for Quality Kids,” planned 
a marketing strategy for passing the 
bond issue, and parents talked to 
other parents face-to-face to dissemi- 


nate information about the school 


needs and how the bond.issue would 
meet them. 

“We really felt there was broad 
support for the bond issue in our com- 
munity,” Hansen said of the failed 


% 


first election. Losing by such a nar- 
row margin during tax season led the 
school and community groups to ex- 
ercise the same strategies for the next 
election. And it worked. 

The bond issue of $5.3 million 
includes $400,000 for the Math, Sci- 
ence and Technology Center, an an- 
ticipated $200,000 for renovations of 
the elementary school (the former 
middle schoo!), $300,000 for the wir- 
ing and cables for computers and the 
new voicemail phone system 
throughout the district, and $4.4 mil- 
lion for the new school. Contractor 
bids for renovation of the elementary 
school will be accepted through Oct. 
15, Along with a few finishing 
touches to the middle school, the two- 
phase renovation project will com- 
plete the projects comprised by the 
bond issue. 

East Jordan saved some money 
on the project by not hiring a general 
contractor. Hansen said the project 
went smoothly without one and the 
savings of $400,000 directly corre- 
lates to the funding allocated for the 
Math Science and Technology cen- 
ter. The building also includes a 


shared space for the band and stage © 
productions, and a common area_ 
which serves as a cafeteria and for 


large group presentations in the 
school. The school features separate 


wings for each grade level, and each © 


wing includes computer labs and 
project rooms which are shared by 
two classrooms each. 

The new school doesn’t include 
everything on the wish list the Facil- 


ity Review Committee, but it is a fa- 
citity which everyone supports, - 


Hansen said.

“It’s important to note in any 
process it’s impossible for every in- 
dividual involved to get everything 
they want,” Hansen said. Many di- 
vergent opinions came together to 
support the concept of what is now 
the East Jordan Middle School. “The 
bottom line is it wasn’t a bad proposal 
for anybody.” 

The committee representatives 
were well-intentioned people with 
differing viewpoints, Hansen said. 
“By drawing them together we were 
able to come up with a common 
viewpoint that everyone could sup- 
port.” 

Hansen and the Facility Review 
Committee are hoping the new 
middle school will meet East 
Jordan’s needs for at least 10 years 
to come. That, along with the crite- 


- tia of avoiding the use of portable 


classrooms and split days for stu- 
dents, was one of the three mandates 
by the board to the community-based 
roup which defined the plan for the 
nd issue. Before the process even. 
began the school board told the com- 
mittee it would support a proposal 
which met those criteria and solved 
the space needs of the district. 

Hansen believes having the 
board’s support from the outset was 
a factor in the overall success of the 
bond issue. 

The superintendent says what 
other schools might learn from East 
Jordan’s success is that community 
involvement is key to the success of 
a bond issue request.-“This was suc- 
cessful because it was community 
conceived and community de- 
signed,” Hansen said.

A sacred gathering in our nation's capital

On October 4, Promise Keepers held an event 
in Washington, D.C. called, “Stand In The Gap: A 
Sacred Assembly Of Men.” That day a multitude 
of Christian men gathered, not to demonstrate 
strength or political power to the country, but to 
display their spiritual poverty and failings to a 
holy God. I had the privilege of being one of those 
men who knelt to confess their sins and to repent 
for failing to stand in the gap for the church and 
the nation. = 

God says in 2 Chronicles 7:14 that“... if 
My people, who are called by My name, will 
humble themselves and pray and seek my face and 
turn from their wicked ways, then will I hear from 
heaven and will forgive their sin and will heal 
their land.” That was the heart behind Stand In 
The Gap — that it would be a catalyst fora 
prolonged season or revival in the Church, and, if 
God so pleases, would stir awakening in our 
nation, 

A Sacred Assembly is not something new. 
The Old Testament records twelve instances when 
Israel was called by God to gather for one or more 
days of prayer, fasting, confession and repentance 
of sin because the nation had wandered away 
spiritually and morally. 

My journey began at 3:30 a.m. on Friday 
morning, when I met five members of my church 
at the parking lot so we could travel to the village 
of Walloon Lake to meet over 180 other men from 
the immediate area, to fill four chartered buses for 
the 14-hour ride to D.C. When one of the buses 
did not arrive, we were not worried. We squeezed 
into three buses and rode to Gaylord, where we 
met the fourth bus, which had come from Wash- 
ington, D.C. to pick us up. 

The trip to Maryland, where we were to spend 
Friday night, went smoothly. The early rising, 
cramped seating, and lack of sleep did not bother 
anyone because we truly believed that we were 
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Hundreds of thousands of men shared a common purpose at the Promise 
Keepers gathering in Washington, D.C. In the background is one of many 
huge television screens set up for the event. 


called by God to attend this assembly. There was 
an unbelievable feeling of purpose, and an 
awareness that hundreds and hundreds of thou- 
sands of other men were also traveling to D.C. at 
the same time for the same holy purpose. 

Many passing motorists, including many 
other Promise Keepers, gave honks of encourage- 
ment. I remember in particular one 18-wheel truck 
driver who pulled up along side of our bus on the 
turnpike, and, while doing over 70 miles per hour, 
held up a handwritten note to his window which 
said something like, “God loves what you are 
doing.” A few minutes later he slowed down and 
stuck another note in his window with a similar 
message. 

We arrived in Maryland about 7 p.m. on 
Friday night, and after checking into a very nice 
hotel, we went out for dinner at one of the local 
Italian restaurants. Many local people would ask 
us where we were from and what we were doing, 
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and of course we would tell them. We received 
nothing but positive feedback. 

Since we had to ride the subway system from 
Maryland to D.C, (about a 20 minute ride under 
normal conditions), and since we had no idea if 
the conditions would be nonnal, our group leaders 
informed us that we had to be out in front of the 
hotel to board the buses at 5:30 a.m. The Sacred 
Assembly officially began at noon. We waited for 
our bus from 5:30 until 6:10, until we decided that 
once again our bus was not going to show up. So, 
once again, we squeezed into the other three 
buses, and rode about 3 miles to the subway 
station. 

Much to our surprise, the subway system was 
not yet crowded. Although we had to stand, the 
ride into D.C. only took about 20 minutes. By 
about 7:15 a.m., we were out of the subway station

City considers 
change allowing 
snowmobiles 

at Avalanche

WITH THE high water levels, there have 
been questions about why city crews are not 
putting more reinforcement along Lakeshore 
Drive to prevent erosion. The city originally 
placed stone along the Lakeshore through a 
Charlevoix County Emergency Services program, 
The city policy is similar to that of the Charlevoix 
County Road Commission, to not place additional 
reinforcement along the shoreline unless the street 
is threatened by the high waters. 


SEVERAL YEARS ago when Water and 
Lake streets were resurfaced and new infrastruc- 
ture installed, it was done in two phases, Water 
Street was done the first year and Lake Street the | 
second. Therefore the new sewer line, when 
installed on Water Street, was tied into an old 
existing line on Lake Street. A new manhole was 
put tn and the old manhole was left intact. When 
Lake Street was done the following year, they 
relocated the sewer line to the west side of Lake 
Street from Main to Water, then installed a 
manhole at the westerly end of Lake and Water 
intersection, went east a short distance and 
installed a second manhole to line up to the old 
sewer line. This is why there are four sewer 
manholes im that intersection. 

This created many bends and corners in the 
sanitary sewer at the intersection, Adding to the 
problem is the number of restaurants in the area 
which send grease into the sanitary sewer line. 
There have been problems with sewer back ups in 
that area for the past four or five years, about once 
every 18 months. 

This fall the city is scheduled to install a 
sewer line to connect the Lake and Water streets 
sanitary sewers and eliminate two of the manholes 
and several bends. In the process, we will elimi- 
nate two of the four manholes. Unfortunately this 
will require the intersection be torn up. Also, 
Touline inspections of area restaurant grease traps 
to make certain they comply with all regulations 
will be implemented. 


THE CITY AIRPORT Advisory. Board has 
submitted a grant application to the state for 
airport improvements. In the past, locat matches 
for projects were 50 percent. Recently the match 
requirement was changed to a 10 percent local 
match. It definitely was the perfect time to get” 
some much needed upgrades done to the local 
airport. The applications will be reviewed in 
October and those which make the first cut will be 
invited to Lansing for a presentation during 
November. If you see any of the Airport Board 
members, please offer appreciation for the ' 
volunteer work they do at the airport. 


ON TUESDAY, OCT, 14, city commission- 
ers will hold a second reading and consider 
adoption of an ordinance allowing snowmobiles at 
Avalanche on designated trails. If you have an 
interest in where that trail should be, or whether or 
not snowmobiles should be allowed at all, attend 
either the Parks and-Rec meeting at 7 p.m. 
Thursday Oct. 9, or the commission Meeting at 7 
p.m., Oct. 14.

By the time we arrived in the mall about 
7:40 a.m., there were already hundreds of 
thousands of men sitting and standing in the 
mall. If you have seen the photograph in the 
Record Eagle or the Free Press of the crowd, 
you will note that the stage for the speakers 
was situated near the Capitol Building, and 
that there are‘jumbo-tron television screens 
‘set up about every 100-150 yards down the 
middle of the mall. The photo that appeared 
in these newspapers shows the stage and a 
total of 5 jumbo-trons. There were actually 
over 20 jumbo-trons used, in a crowd that 
stretched all the way to and around the 
Washington Monument, and then continued 
on three quarters of the way to the Lincoln 
Memorial. Tens of thousands of men were 
not even able to see any television screens

because they could not get close enough. 
Our group of six sat in the middle of the 
‘mall, right behind the fourth jumbo-tron. 


The time from 7:30 to noon was spent 
Meeting the men around us, and singing and 
watching occasional video clips from PK.

three elements: (1) An Extraordinary God, 
where we acknowledged the one and only

Have you ever had 
the opportunity to sing with a large group of 
people, maybe at your church at a special 
holiday service?

Imagine yourself standing in the 
middle of a men’s choir of a million or more 
members, who are so filled with the Holy 
Spirit that many are in tears. I can’t do 
justice to describing how it felt to be part of 
that choir. 

The six hours were also filled with 
prayer. The most amazing thing I remember 
was that when the speaker would announce 
over the public address system that we were 
going to pray, instantly this sea of men 
became quiet. Have you ever tried to quiet 
down a large group? You know that it can 
take a few minutes to do so. Not this 
assembly. You could hear a pin drop among 
the hundreds of thousands of men anytime 
the call to prayer was made. 

The assembly was supposed to conclude 
with a video message from Billy Graham. 
However, the leaders of PK promised the 


Park Service that the program would end 
exactly a 6:00 p.m., so when 6:00 rolled 
around, and the program was running long, 
the speaker said, “It’s six o’clock, and we 


promised to be done at six, so we apologize 
to Billy Graham for not being able {6 show 
his video. Good Night”. A promise is a 
promise. 


The last big unknown was wondering 
how long it was going to take all of us to get 
out of downtown D.C. Again, things went 
very smoothly. We walked to Union Station, 
where we waited only 45 minutes to board 
the subway back to Maryland. By 9:00 p.m. 
we were on the highway heading home (Yes. 
our bus actually showed up this time). After 
a fairly sleepless night, we arrived back in 
Walloon about 1:30 p.m. on Sunday. 

As I have been reflecting on this Sacred 
Assembly, and attempting to figure out how 
to best describe it to people who ask, a 
thought came to my mind that, through this 
assembly, God gave those who attended a 
small taste of what heaven is going to be 
like. There were people, standing shoulder 
to shoulder, as far as the eye could see, and 
they all loved the Lord. There was no 
fighting or arguing. Everyone was polite and 
considerate. There was a sense of peace and 
purpose that permeated the crowd. There 
was a heavenly choir singing praises to God, 
too beautiful to describe. You could turn to 
any person around you, and although you 
had never met him, you could strike up a 
conversation with him as though you had 
known him all your life. 

If this Sacred Assembly is anything like 
what heaven it going to be like, it will truly 
be glorious beyond our human imagination. 
By the grace of God, it is a gift available to 
each and every one of us. We need only 
accept it.

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Students follow 
the steps of 
early settlers 


Step by step, they made 
their way. 

When they finished, several 
hours after they started, Boyne 
City eighth grade students had 
reached their goal: Little 
Mossback Amelia’s homestead 
on Chandler Hill. 

The approximately 11-mile 
journey started on Old State 
Road, just as the sun was rising 
and burning off the early Friday 
morning haze. 

It was a glorious fall day for 
the students to bring to life 
“Little Mossback Amelia,” a 
book about life and the difficulty 
of travel in northern Michigan 
back in the late 1800's. The 
book was written by Francis 
Margaret Fox, who chronicled 
the life of Mossback Amelia, 
whose family settled in the 
Boyne Falls area in the late 
1800's. 

The book has been a topic 
of discussion in the eighth grade 
social studies class and this is 
the second year students have 
made the journey. Its purpose is 
to give students a better under- 
standing of what it was like in 
the area a hundred years ago. 

While their feet were sore, 
the students's stomachs were 
full. More than halfway into the 

journey they stopped at Michelle 
and Charlie Utley’s farm and 
had lunch. 

Actually it was closer to a 
feast. All the food was cooked 
outdoors by students over an 
open fire. The menu included 
turkey, venison and squirrel for 
the main course, along with 
nuts, berries, jams, homemade 
breads and muffins, fruit 
cobbler, fresh fruits and veg- 
etables. Students prepared the 
foods as authenically as possible 
before the jdurrity. They picked 
the fruit for the jams and 
applesauce. 

And like any feast, there 
was entertainment. Bob Jones 
played his guitar and sang folk 
songs about Michigan. (He also

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WRITING INSTRUCTOR BARRY LANE GIVES HELPFUL TIPS 


Puttin 


A typical sixth grader might de- 
scribe their room as “messy.” But 
after a session with nationally ac- 
Claimed writing instructor Barry 
Lane, East Jordan students might say, 
“There’s a pair of dirty socks on the 
overhead fan going round and 
round.” 

Lane educated and entertained 
sixth, seventh and eighth graders last 
week by teaching them to look for 
the “slow motion moments” which 
make writing more fun for both the 
writer and the reader. 


Using an imaginary pair of bin- 
oculars, Lane showed students how 
to adjust the focus so more details 
come into view. A floppy hat be- 
comes more than just soft and brown. 
It becomes cocker spaniel-like ears 
drooping onto someone’s shoulders. 

The story of The Three Little 
Pigs takes on a whole new perspec- 
tive when told by Lane. The wolf 
might have all sorts of reasons for 
blowing down those pigs’ houses but 
students will never know what they 
might be until they look at the story 
from the wolf’s point of view, he said. 

Through verbal anecdotes, brief 
writing assignments, and modified 
fairy tales, Lane illustrates the new 
possibilities students can see in their 
writing if only they take the time to 
use their binoculars to sharpen the 
image. 

“When I leave, the kids have a 
concept of the craft that will help 
them to own it and to see new possi- 
bilities in their writing,” Lane said. 
“They'll see that writing is not just 
spitting out words for a teacher and 
an assignment. It’s how you see the 
world, You see it, you create it.” 

“St was really good. I enjoyed it,” 
said eighth grader Zak Forster of 
Lane’s presentation. “I’m not a good 
writer in the first place, but it gave 
me ideas.” Zak, who will have a 
poem published later this year in a 
volume of poetry called “Salute to 
Michigan Young Poets,” said Lane’s 
suggestions will help him improve 
his prose. 

“Tcan tell just from today how 
much it’s helped me already,” Zak 
said. 

His classmate Kyle Birdsall said

he will think differently about his 
next writing assignment for school. 


“All he really taught me was to 
put some fun into writing,” Kyle said. 
When asked if he thought the lesson 
would have a long term effect, Kyle 
nodded and said, “I'll probably be 
teaching my kids this stuff.” 

Lane's exercises are all about 
getting to the details — being specific 
about what is described. 


“It doesn’t work to tell kids to 
expand more,” Lane said. “Because 
theyll say ‘here, I wrote it bigger.’” 
What teachers have to do, and what 
Lane does in his seminars, is to show 
students how to pick out certain 
points of a story that have the poten- 
tial to be written in slow motion. A 
trip down a roller coaster doesn't 
have to be captured in one sentence. 
It can be a whole page which de- 
scribes the thrills and chills experi- 
enced on the hair-raising ride.

Students often feel they have 
nothing interesting to write, Lane 
said. They think their life is boring. 
The techniques of using the binocu- 
lars and taking snapshots to capture 
the details around them often make 
students realize there’s a choice about 
what to put into their stories. 

Lane, who travels around the 
country giving seminars for both stu- 
dents and teachers, said teaching kids 
is always a new experience. While 
he says he could make a lot more 
money consulting with corporate 
America, Lane prefers to work where 
he can be an influence on education. 
Working with kids puts him closer 
to the heart of education. An unusual 
place to be for someone who never 
intended to teach. 

While working on his master’s 
degree at the University of New 
Hampshire, Lane was offered a 
teaching assistant position and was 
surprised to find he loved it. Because 


he wasn’t happy with the writing re- 
sources available at the time, he and 
his roommate, Bruce Ballenger, col- 
laborated to write “Discovering the 
Writer Within.” He has since written 
several books on writing, one of 
which evolved into the seminars 
which he now gives about 100 days 
a year. He’s working on a new book 
for teachers as well as on a young 
adult fiction novel he hopes to pub- 
lish within the next two years. 

Lane said his seminars are be- 
coming popular in states which have 
tests such as Michigan’s MEAP. 
School districts feel his tips will help 
them improve performance on the 
state mandated tests. ‘They hire me 
to raise test scores, but I really help 
kids write better,” Lane.said. Fortu- 
nately, he added, better writing does 
improve the test results. 

The East Jordan seminar was 
partially funded by a grant from the 
Malpass Foundation. 


Fire safety 
stressed 
this week 


“Know When to Go: React 
Fast to Fire,” the theme for Fire 
Prevention Week which runs 
through Saturday, is a reminder 
to everyone to develop home 
escape plans in the event that fire 
strikes, 

The National Fire Protec- 
tion Association (NFPA) esti- 
mates that approximately 80 per- 
cent of all U.S. fire deaths occur 
in the home. A quick and deci- 
sive response to early warning 
signs of fire often makes the dif- 
ference between life and death. 
Whether at home or in a public 
building, you need to react im- 
mediately if a fire alarm or 
smoke detector sounds. 

A home escape plan should 
be developed with all family 
members in mind and the plan 
should be practiced by the whole 
family, according to the State 
Fire Marshal's office. An ad- 
equate plan should include ev- 
eryone in the house knowing at 
least two ways out of every 
room. An outdoor location in 
front of the home should be es- 
tablished as a place for everyone 
to meet after the escape. The es- 
cape plan should be posted in a 
visible area of the home for ev- 
eryone to see. 

“Fires in Michigan caused 
the deaths of 205 of our citizens 
and one of our fire fighters in 
1996,” said Capt. Wade E. 
Schaefer, State Fire Marshal. 
“People don’t realize just how 
often fire strikes. They never 
think it will happen to them. Un- 
fortunately, that’s not the case.” 

In Charlevoix County there 
were 99 fires in 1996, accord- 
ing to the State Fire Marshal’s 
office. The loss of property/con- 
tents was $667,737. 

Fire Prevention Week is rec- 
ognized each year in North 
America and several European 
countries inremembrance of the 
Great Chicago Fire of 1871, 
which killed 250 people, left 
100,000 people homeless, and 
destroyed more than 17,000 
buildings.
